THREE WEEKS AFTER THE ESCAPE 
A NEW START IN A NEW COUNTRY 


To speed the entry of the Hungarians, the White House ordered the usual 
immigration red tape slashed. On the day before Thanksgiving, less than 
three weeks after most of them had fled Hungary, the first 60 refugees 
touched down at New Jersey’s McGuire Air Force Base. Gaunt and sol- 
emn after the ordeal, they responded politely to an inept welcoming 
ch by Army Secretary Wilber Brucker, who told them to applaud the 

U.S. flag and later noted that they would be safe “as long as you conduct 
yourselves in an honorable and upright manner.” Then they were driven 
io Camp Ki . which the Army had made a resettlement center. 
They were a mixed group—infants, old men, a Baptist minister, a Cath- 
olic seminarian, a baggage clerk, factory workers, caught up alike in their 
nation’s agony. Several had relatives in the U.S.; relief agencies would 
place the rest in private homes. Even as the first arrivals enjoyed a 
long-forgotten delicacy on an unfamiliar holiday, more planes were wing- 
ing their compatriots toward McGuire air base and havens in the U.S.

TOWARD A BETTER U.N. 


THE U.S. IS IN POSITION TO LEAD IT IN A NEW AND GREATER STAGE OF ITS GROWTH 


Whatever one may think of Eisenhower's policy during these 
weeks of outrage and crisis, there can be little doubt about 
what he is trying to do. He is trying to animate the United 
Nations, to support and use it to avoid a war. He is keeping 
a clear track for Dag Hammarskjéld’s personal negotiation; 
and he is aligning the U.S. with impressive majorities in the 
Assembly, both on Egypt and on Hungary. 

In 10 years of the U.N. the U.S. has given it consistent 
support and is now the only permanent member of the Secu- 
rity Council never to have exercised its right of veto. But 
seldom has U.S. policy wrapped itself so tightly in the U.N 
flag, and seldom have the U.N. proceedings been so inter- 
esting and hopeful to the American people. The 
ting on a good show, it is a political reali 
enthusiasm, to its hosts. Thus it comes as 
shock to realize that in other quarters, notably France and 
parts of Britain, the U.N. has just as suddenly become a 
swearword and a scapegoat 

Eden himself excused his Egyptian adventure on the 
grounds of the U.N.’s ineffectiven A former French am- 
bassador, Frangois-Poncet, calls the U.N. “a nest of intrigue 
whose platitudes no longer count.” Georges Bidault, a U. 
founder, calls it “harmful,” “disqualified” and “ludicrous. 
Raymond Aron, France’s coolest pundit, says it “has become 
a war machine against Europe.” Another critic is Israel's Ben- 
Gurion, who once said of Hammarskjéld, “This Swede has 
cheated me!” and who thinks the U.N. “should cease to be 
an instrument . . . of power polit 


The U.N. is used to being either under- or overrated. In 
fact it is neither more nor less than what Charles Malik 
called ‘a derivative of reality of which the original is the 


sovereign governments composing torted 
mirror of the state of world politic: 

‘The U.N. Charter was written and signed before Hiroshima, 
‘on two pre-atomic assumptions that soon proved false. One 
was that the victors of World War II, especially the U.S., 
Britain and Russia, would write a peace treaty for the U.N. 
to keep: the other was that the same Big Three would remain 
jointly interested in helping the U.N. keep that treaty. From 
the unreality of these assumptions, the U.N. has been fleeing 
ever since. The flight has had three phases.

In Phase I the U.N. was an arena of the cold war. Molotov, 
Vishinsky, Gromyko and Jacob Malik used it for the loudest- 
speakered propaganda in the history of international insult, 
the while undercutting it by 70-odd vetoes in the Security 

il. But during this phase the U.N. made an important 
change in its own structure. The Korean war was a U.N. war 
only because the Soviets, being absent from the Security 
Council, were unable to veto the proposition. To plug this 
loophole for future challenges, the U.N. adopted the “unit- 
ing for peace” resolution of 1950, which empowered the 
Assembly to act when the Security Council should be im- 
mobilized by veto. This device, sponsored by the US., 
shifted real power from the Security Council to the Assem- 
bly. This power was used for the first time in the recent 
Egyptian and Hungarian crises. 

In Phase II a second issue elbowed the cold war: Europe’s 
remnants of colonialism, which complicated the crises in 
Indochina and North Africa. The U.N. paltered on this 
issue. The Bandung conference of Afro-Asian powers in 
1955 was called partly in the belief that the U.N. had be- 
come an instrument of Western colonialism. Not until the 
recent Egyptian showdown was it clear that the U.S. differed 


radically from its European allies on this crucial subject. 

Phase IIT is now beginning. The U.S. has shown up the 
y of Afro-Asian fears while Russia has called violent 
to its own colonialism in Hungary. The U.S. ac- 
cordingly finds itself temporary leader of 50-odd member 
Among these, thanks to recent admissions, the 
sian membership now outnumbers any other U.N. 
including the 20 American republics. The U.S. can 
scarcely dragoon so many, still less be dragooned by them. 
Nevertheless the U.S. can maintain a gravitational standard 
for these new nations which could set the next phase of 
U.N, histo’ 

Whether and how the U.N. grows or dwindles is now 
peculiarly in U.S. hands. What can we do about it? We can 
halt the 's drift and direct it toward one of the positive 
purposes for which it was founded: to be a force for jus- 
tice and international law. 


Most proposals for “strengthening” the U.N. involve 
charter revision in the direction of world government: 
weighted voting, abolition of the veto, ete. The Assembly 
was expected to consider all such proposals for charter revi- 
sions last year; instead it appointed a committee which has 
yet to meet. There is little danger that the U.N. will ac- 
quire governmental powers. As Cabot Lodge puts it, the 
present “ean no more ‘evolve’ into a world govern- 
ment than a team of horses can evolve into a locomotive.” 
World government is not the work of this generation. 

As Lodge also says, world government must wait for “a 

common sense of justice.” But to develop that sense of jus- 
tice is the work of this generation. To develop that sense 
an Assembly discussion of charter revision could be very 
useful, if only to educate members as to how justice can 
be recognized and secured. 
Said Gamal Nasser las : "The revolutionary gov- 
ernment of Egypt is dedicated to the universal ideals of 
justice between man and justice between nations... . I 
yself to the strict observance of all the internation- 
al law which now exists. More than that, I desire the expan- 
sion of international law.” Nasser’s words, strikingly in 
contrast to his deeds, are a challenge to the U.N. If the 
U N. can test their sincerity with a legal settlement that 
just to Nasser and his adversaries. the next phase of U.N. 
y will be off to a good start indeed. 

Justice under law is one gravitational force that can con- 
tinue to align the motley sovereignties of the Assembly. 
It is the one line of growth through which the U.N. can 
educate and moderate the nations toward a world political 
community. As U.S. policy within the U.N., it is not only 
the key to Afro-Asian leadership but to speedy reunion with 
our Western allies as well. 

A policy of justice under law need not wait for charter 
revision to implement it. For example, the World Court: 
some 36 nations have accepted its jurisdiction but with res- 
tions which leave the court almost nothing to do. The 
reservations are a model of restrictiveness. If the U.S.

is to become a champion of world law, these should he 
changed into a model of whole-heartedness instead. 

The Hungarian crisis found the U.N. impotent to act 
except in moral terms. But the Egyptian crisis has shown 


that those moral terms are not just words: that the U.S., 
and most nations, seek a justice that is blind to light or 
dark, friend or foe. The lesson can be a turning point in 
J.N. history, if the U.S. leads the way.

QM eallife he was Marcel Griaule (left), a great French 
ethnologist who died at the age of 57 and was given 

L a conventional burial in a Paris cemetery. But as a 

— stuffed dummy, two months later and 2,500 miles 

away in an African cemetery, Griaule was given a 

second burial that was as touching as it was unique. 

The people who carried out this funeral for an ef- 

marcet oriauie  figy are Dogons, a tribe of light-skinned Negroes who 
inhabit sandstone cliffs of French Sudan and until 

recently slaughtered humans as sacrificial offerings to their god. On and 
off for the last 25 Professor Griaule lived with this remote tribe, 
studying its way of life and becoming a trusted friend of its people. When 
heard of his death the Dogons were grief-stricken. For a time they 
hoped Griaule’s body would be exhumed in Paris and sent to 

When this did not happen, they reconstructed the professor in 

effigy. As the funeral got underway, visiting ethnologists took these rare 

pictures of an elaborate ritual usually reserved for Dogon chiefs and war- 
riors but here uninhibitedly devoted to the memory of a beloved friend.

THE OLYMPIC STARS

Even if athletes feel bad before competition, ‘raw nerves’ help them do better 


VERYONE with any nerves at all has had the experience of being 
edgy before a big event.

)-meter records, had to fight constantly against the urge to run 
away from the stadium before the race and hide where no one 
could find him. 

Thane Baker of Kansas, a sprinter, has learned that he can 
practically set his watch by the contraction of the muscles around 
his spine. When the contraction reaches its painful peak, it is 
one hour before race time and Baker staggers to the rubbing 
table for a massage. 

A team composed of men in such an advanced state of outer 
terror and inner collapse would seem to be in no shape for any- 
thing so physically and mentally demanding as an Olympic track 
meet. Nothing could be further from the truth. All the preliminary 
anguish, no matter how much misery it causes before a race, is 
absolutely essential to outstanding performance in the race itself, 
Unless an athlete can accept the anguish and make it work for him, 
he would never have earned the right to represent the U.S. at 
Melbourne. “Tt can kill you, ” says U.S. high hurdler Jack Davis, 
“but you've got to have it.” If an athlete has it, he gets a tremen- 
dous lift at the start of a race, and this lift is worth all the pre- 
liminary misery. As an Olympic half-miler once explained to a 
friend who suggested that it might be better not to vomit before 
every race, the vomiting was just a sign that he was ready. In the 
race itself, he said, “My feet don’t feel like they are touching the 
ground the first 200 yards. I’m being carried along and I don’t 
start working till after that. It’s a tremendous help.” 

The “help” that carries Olympic runners to strenuous heights 
is known to every schoolboy who has ever been chased by a bully 
twice his size. Under the stress of fear or necessity the human body 
is able to tap special reservoirs of strength that are held in reserve 
for just such emergencies. It is this reserve that gives to the school 
boy that extra bit of stamina he never’ knew he had—and to the 
Olympic athlete that extra strength that lets him run 1/10 second 
faster than he ever did before. 


‘Fight or flight’ glands 


HE extra stamina and extra strength are provided by a complex 
bodily reaction involving the brain, the nervous system and 
various glands. The most dramatic source is the adrenals, a pair of 
glands shaped like tiny cocked hats that rest on top of the kidneys 
on either side of the spine. Dr. Walter Cannon, the pioneer au- 
thority on their function, sums up their purpose in one sentence: 
"The adrenals prepare you for fight or flight.” 

Under normal conditions these glands eject their adrenaline at 
a tranquil rate, like fuel being poured into a ship cruising at half 
speed. But when the senses pick up a signal of danger, anger or 
excitement, or when the mind consciously anticipates an ordeal, 
the adrenals pour on the coal, firing their stimulating secretions 
into various parts of the body. 

This produces a remarkable transformation. ‘The body’s blood 
pressure mounts like a head of steam in an overloaded boiler. 
Some blood vessels contract while others expand. More blood is 
pumped into the arms and legs, supplying the muscles with extra 
oxygen, which is generated into energy for maximum physical ef- 
fort. The rate of electrical disturbance within the muscles increases, 
heightening every reflex. The alertness of the brain stimulates 
thought, making sleep almost impossible. 

At the same time, blood is drawn away from the intestines and 
the digestive process comes to a standstill. The stomach, similarly

When the moment came for Josh Culbreath to go out for the race, 
a vast and frightening weariness overwhelmed him. He wondered 
if he had the strength to get off the rubbing table and walk to the 
track. “Ill stay here and put it off a little longer,” he told hin 
self. While he put it off, he thought about the 110,000 people sit- 
ting in the stands and drew some consolation from the fact that 
he has a “big-crowd temperament.” Both he and Jones perform 
best before huge audiences. Other athletes, even men -~with excep- 
tional talent, go completely to pieces before large crowds. 

Culbreath and the other members of the team were afraid of 
something within themselves, afraid of disgrace, afraid of doing 
badly after so much preparation, afraid of what their friends 
might say.

The problem all Olympic athletes face is to make the fear work 
for them instead of against them. Unless they can control the 
“adrenal build-up,” it can reduce them to helplessness. The safe- 
guard against such a catastrophe is what the athletes call “mental 
attitude,” a phrase so overworked in Olympic Village that competi- 
tors greet each other with “How’s your M.A. today?”

The simple act of swallowing a pill improves the 
mental outlook whether it does any physical good or not, and p 
tically all rooms in the U.S. living quarters in Olympic Villas 
resemble small drugstores. Each has its vitamin pills, wheat germ 
oil, dextrose tablets, high protein concoctions and honey. Half- 
miler Lon Spurrier consumes up to 50 pills a day. The distance 
runners worry about what pills the Europeans take and U.S. shot- 
putter Ken Bantum takes every pill in sight just because “I don’t 
want to miss anything.” Most athletes would sooner be caught on 
the field without their pants than without their jar of honey, which 
supplies quick energy. 

Among the U.S. competitors in Melboufne, all striving for “re- 
laxed rigidity” and “planned excitement,” there are two veterans 
who have perfect control of their M.A. Both of them have used it 
in the past to blish world records: Parry O’Brien in the shot- 
put and Jack Davis in the 110-meter hurdles. They turn on their 
tensions according to plan.

“contrived anguish.” He visualizes the white lines marked on the 
field and thinks, “They hate me.” During practice he pegs into the 
ass a picture of Ken Bantum of New York, the only man to beat 
im in over 100 meets, and tries to hit it with each throw. The 
rest of the time he keeps Bantum’s picture in his room, glowering 
at it. By the morning of competition “I feel the inner demon work- 
: tingling fe 

When he enters the stadium dressing room, O'Brien talks to 
nobody, carefully nurturing the demon within him, Clad in two 
sweat suits, he lies on a table in the training room, putting the 
final touches on his M.A. On the field he sheds one sweat suit 
for the first few throws, growling with terrible intensity and shak- 
ing his arms like a wet Labrador retriever. He knows exactly which 
throw will be his greatest effort. Peeling down to his shorts, O’Brien 
chases everybody from behind the shot, put circ! le, shakes his arms 
again to loosen them, pauses momentarily in meditation, then un- 
leashes behind the gleaming 16-pound steel ball all the pent-up 
fury he has generated. The grunt accompanying the big heave can 
be heard half the length of the field. By harnessing his “adrenal 
build-up” O’Brien has raised his world mark in four years from 
57 feet 114 inches to a magnificent 63 feet, 2 inches. 

Hurdler Jack Davis, the other veteran with a perfectly controlled 
M.A., is a tall, thin, 25-year-old Navy lieutenant (j.g.) with a spot 
of premature gray in his hair. Hate is Davis’ specialty but until 
recently he had no single rival strong enough to frighten him so 
he worked at hating everybody. Knowing that all underdogs have 
the psychological advantage, he got himself in a mean mood by 
hating all underdogs. As the champ, he watched his rivals warm 
up, criticizing their form to himself. He allowed himself to be irri- 
tated by everything. If his palms did not begin to sweat he had 
one last recourse: “I would think of some A.A.U. officials and that 
would get me mad.” 

But five months ago in the Olympic trials in Los Angeles, Lee 
Calhoun of Gary, Ind. matched Davis stride for stride in a rare 
dead heat for first place. This threat to his sovereignty severely 
affected Davis’ M.A. “You start pressing on a hurdle and you go 
every which way,” he explained, If he pressed, he hit hurdles, and 
if he relaxed, his speed suffered, So to put his M.A. back on the 
track he stopped by to talk to a psychiatrist. This week in Mel- 
bourne Davis is under control again, hating everybody. 

But probably the finest M.A. work in Melbourne was being done 
by the U.S. hammer throwers, Harold Connolly and Al Hail, Al- 
though psyched themselves by pressure and excitement, they set 
out to superpsych their chief rivals, the Russians. Instead of prac- 
ticing at the regular Olympic training field, Connolly and Hall went 
out to practice with the secretive Soviets. They hoped that this 
show of fearlessness would upset the Russian athletes, but in case 
it did not, they had a second, more deadly psychological device to 
ruin the Russians’ M.A. Sneaking out early in the morning before 
the Russians arrived, they put hammer dents in the soft turf at a 
distance of 240 feet from the throwing circle—20 feet beyond the 
best that Connolly or anybody else has ever thrown. 

This fiendish scheme did wonders for Connolly. In the qualifying 
round he could do no better than third, finishing behind a Russian 
and a Yugoslav. But in the final he broke the Olympic record with 
a throw six inches better than the psyched Russians could produce.

An Eastern Star Looks West 


N Japan, where few women achieve prominence, 
Machiko Kyo has achieved the kind of eminence 
Mary Pickford once had in the U.S. Miss Kyo is the 
most distinguished, most highly paid and most pop- 
ular actress on the Japanese screen. Her allure and 
ability have helped the Japanese film industry to be- 
come in some ways as important to the cinematic 
art in the past six years as the Italian films were a 
few years before. Miss Kyo has starred in three in- 
ternational prizewinners, Ugetsu, Rashomon (Lire, 
Jan. 21, 1952) and Gate of Hell (Lire, Nov. 15, 1954) 
and she herself in 1954 was named worldwide actress- 
of-the-year by the U.S. National Board of Review. 
Soon Machiko Kyo will become very familiar to 
American moviegoers for she appears in The Teahouse 
of the August Moon as the conscientious geisha girl 
who almost upsets the U.S. Army of Occupation in 
Okinawa. It is her first U.S. role and it occasioned 
some comments, here translated from her Japanese, 
on the differences between Japanese and Hollywood 
film-making. ‘In Hollywood,” says Miss Kyo, “they 
have a wonderful frame of mind—if you don’t like a 
scene, you just take it over. In Japan, where we have 
just so much film per movie, if you act poorly it’s a 
catastrophe. Very hard on the actor.” In Japan, she 
adds, emotions are far more restrained than in the 
West. ‘‘We don’t have the American tradition of 
affection. I don’t know whether it’s better to hide 
such weakness under a yoroi [suit of armor] or show 
everything that is in your heart. Personally, when I 
won my first acting prize I sat on the floor and slapped 
my forehead with joy. But that was off the screen.”

before in a conversation between Admiral Iso- 
roku Yamamoto, commander of the Japanese 
Combined Fleet, and Rear Admiral Takajiro 
Onishi, chief of staff of the Eleventh Air Fleet. 
Almost casually Yamamoto said, “If we are to 
have war with America, we will have no hope of 
winning unless the U.S. fleet in Hawaiian wa- 
ters can be destroyed.” 

Then he ordered Admiral Onishi to start 
studying the possibility of launching a surprise 
attack on Pearl Harbor. Onishi called in Com- 
mander Minoru Genda, a crack young airman, 
and 10 days later Genda came up with his ap- 
praisal: risky but not impossible. 

Yamamoto needed no further encourage- 
ment. A few trusted subordinates went quietly 
to work, and by May, Rear Admiral Shigeru Fu- 
kudome of the naval general staff was able to

toss a fat notebook at Rear Admiral Ryuno- 
suke Kusaka, chief of staff of the Ist Air Fleet, 
whose commander was Admiral Nagumo. 

“Go ahead, read it,” invited Fukudome. Ku- 
saka did, and found himself in a mass of statis- 
tics on Pearl Harbor, but he did not find any 
operational plans. “That,” said Fukudome, “is 
what I want you to do.” 


* 


THE 30B seemed overwhelming. Hawaii was 
thousands of miles from Japan. There were air- 
fields scattered all around Oahu. Pearl Harbor 
itself was narrow and shallow, making it very 
difficult to get at the ships with torpedoes. 

But Kusaka worked on, and somehow the 
project began to make sense. By the end of Au- 
gust, Admiral Yamamoto was ready to unveil 


the scheme toa select few, Admiral Osami Na- 
gano, Chief of the naval general staff, and 13 
other key officers were called to Tokyo and 
given the word. From Sept. 2 to 13 they tested 
the plan on the game board at the Naval War 
College. The attacking team “lost” two carriers. 

Despite a good deal of doubt on the part of 
others, Yamamoto stuck to his guns. On Sept. 
13 the naval command issued the rough draft 
of a plan that combined Pearl Harbor, Malaya, 
the Philippines and the Dutch East Indies in 
‘one huge assault. 

Next, the training stage. One by one, men 
were tapped for the key jobs. Brilliant young 
Commander Mitsuo Fuchida was mildly sur- 
prised to be transferred suddenly to the carrier 
Akagi, having just left her the year before. He 
was far more amazed to be named commander 
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of all air groups of the Ist Air Fleet. Commander Genda explained it to 
him: “‘Now don’t be alarmed, Fuchida, but we want you to lead our air 
force in the event that we attack Pearl Harbor.” 

Genda’s men practiced the low, short torpedo runs that had to be 
mastered while other pilots practiced bombing techniques, for nobody 
except Genda was completely sold on torpedoes. 

Thirty-three-year-old Suguru Suzuki, youngest lieutenant commander 
in the service, had a stimulating assignment. Around the end of October 
he boarded the liner Taiyo Maru for Honolulu. Instead of following her 
usual course the ship sailed far to the north and then cut south to Hawaii 
—exactly the course the task force planned to follow. 

Lieut. Commander Suzuki whiled away the trip taking notes. He 
checked the winds, the atmospheric pressure, the roll of the vessel. Could 
a scouting seaplane be launched in these seas? It could. Would any spe- 
cial refueling problems arise? They would. He observed that during the 
entire voyage the Taiyo Maru didn’t sight a single ship. 

In Honolulu, Suzuki spent a busy week. From a varied collection of 
visitors to his ship he learned that the fleet wasn’t now assembling at 
Lahaina anchorage as it used to. He confirmed that the weekend was a 
universally observed American institution. He picked up some choice 
tidbits, including structural data on the Hickam Field hangars. On one 
of his shore visits he obtained aerial shots of Pearl Harbor taken Oct. 21. 
These were made from a private plane that took up sightseers at nearby 
John Rogers Airport. Anybody could do it. 

Then back to Tokyo again, guardedly comparing notes with Lieut. 
Commander Toshihide Maejima, who was also aboard. Commander 
Maejima seems to have had much the same interests but directed rather 
more toward submarines. 

By now things were moving fast in Tokyo. Nov. 5, Combined Fleet 
Top Secret Order No. 1, spelling out the plan. Nov. 7, Admiral Nagumo 
officially named commander of the Pearl Harbor Striking Force. The 
same day Yamamoto tentatively set the date—Dec. 7, Hawaii time. 

Admiral Nagumo’s flagship, the carrier Akagi, left its base at Saeki 
in the late evening of the 17th for Tankan Bay in the bleak, cold Kuriles. 
Chief of Staff Kusaka tingled with optimism. Only the day before he had 
received a letter from his old housekeeper telling of a pleasant dream: 
the Japanese submarine fleet had achieved a splendid surprise victory at 
Pearl Harbor, Admiral Kusaka thought it was a good omen. 

One by one the ships slipped away for the rendezvous, always sep- 
arately. At the great Kure naval base a lively radio traffic crackled from 
the rest of the ships, designed to give the impression that the fleet was 
still at home. The regular car- 
tier operators stayed behind 
to give these signals their usual 
“swing.” (A wireless opera- 
tor’s touch is as distinctive as 
his handwriting.) 

One by one they glided into 
Tankan Bay—32 ships packed 
in a desolate harbor. Snow 
crowned the mountains that 
ringed the bay. Three lonely 
radio masts stood against the 
sky. Three small fishermen’s 
huts and one bare concrete 
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NAGUMO. 


TOP BRASS for attack were Admirals

pier were the only other traces of civilization. Even so, Nagumo took 
no chances: he allowed no shore leaves, no refuse thrown overboard, 
When Seaman Shigeki Yokota got the Kaga’s rubbish detail, he had 
to burn it right beside the pier. 

On the 25th Nagumo received orders to move the following day. He 
spent a restless last night at Tankan Bay. At 2 a.m. he called in Lieut. 
Commander Suzuki, apologized for waking him, and he said he just had 
to check one point again: “You're absolutely certain about not spotting 
the U.S. Pacific Fleet in Lahaina?” 

Suzuki reassured him and went back to bed, deeply moved by the 
sight of the old admiral worriedly pacing away the night in his kimono. 

By 8 a.m. the whole task force was clear of the harbor. As the Akagi 
glided by, a patrol boat's blinkers flashed through the gloom, ‘Good 
luck on your mission.”

Tue second day out, Admirals Nagumo and Kusaka were on the bridge 
of the plunging Akagi when suddenly Nagumo blurted, “Mr. Chief 
of Staff, what do you think? I feel that I've undertaken a heavy re- 
sponsibility. If I had only been more firm and refused. Now we've left 
home waters and I'm beginning to wonder if the operation will work.” 

Admiral Kusaka said, ‘*Sir, we'll make out all right.” 

Nagumo smiled. “I envy you, Mr. Kusaka, You're such an optimist.” 

Admiral Nagumo must have felt even more discouraged when they 
first tried refueling on the 28th. As the ships bucked and plunged, the big 
hoses running from the tankers would snap loose and whiplash across 
the deck. Several crewmen were swept overboard. 

By the 30th they were getting better at refueling, but now they had 
another problem, As the weather grew worse, oil drums stored on the 
deck of the light carrier Hiryw spilled, turning her into a skating rink. 
Commander Takahisa Amagai, the flight-deck officer, wrapped straw 
rope around his boots to keep from falling but barked his shins anyhow. 

On they plowed, through nerve-racked days and sleepless nights. 
Admiral Kusaka cat-napped in a canvas chair on the Akagi’s bridge. 
Her chief engineer, Commander Yoshibumi Tanbo, did the same far 
below. He and his 350 men rarely left the engine room. Mess attendants 
carried down all their meals—usually rice balls with pickled plums and 
radishes, wrapped in bamboo bark. 

Everyone grew more and more restless, From the bridge of the Akagi, 
Admiral Kusaka watched the pilots endlessly check their planes, warm 
up the engines, run through daily calisthenics. On the Hiryu every- 
one speculated about the gauze mask that Group Leader Lieut: Haita 
Matsumura wore over his mouth. He mumbled something about the 
unhealthy climate, and they 
marked him off as a hopeless 
hypochondriac. 

But they speculated most of 
all on where they were going. 
Lieut. Yoshio Shiga, a young 
pilot on the Kaga, was sure it 
would be in the north—all the 
planes had been changed to 
winter oil.

Hardly anybody yet knew the truth. Last ditch negotiations were 
being conducted by Japanese ambassadors in Washington, trying to 
win for Japan a free hand in Asia. If these talks unexpectedly suc 
ceeded, orders would be sent to Nagumo to turn around and come 
home. And if this were done, the world must never know what almost

happened. So the main job for now was to keep the fleet from being 
discovered. No waste could be thrown overboard—it might leave a 
telltale track. Emptied oil drums were carefully stowed away. Com- 
plete blackout and strict radio silence were maintained. On the Hiei, 
Commander Kazuyoshi Kochi, chief communications officer for the 
whole task force, disconnected his most important transmitter, put it 
in a wooden box and used it as a pillow whenever he managed to get 
in some sleep. 

They had several bad scares. Once Tokyo radioed that an unknown 
submarine had been detected. The fleet hastily changed course, only 
to discover that it was all a mistake. 

Arguments rambled over what to do if they were spotted by a 
neutral ship. One member of Nagumo’s staff cheerfully advised, “Sink 
it and forget it.” 

On Dec. 2 this sort of bull session ended abruptly. The day before, 
the Imperial Council had decided on war, and now Admiral Yama-

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Next morning everyone seemed to take a new lease on life. The pilots 
were briefed on their specific assignments. On the Akagi Admiral Kusaka 
had a beautiful plaster of Paris relief map of Pearl Harbor installed on 
the hangar deck. Previously he had kept it under lock and key in his 
stateroom. On the Kaga the pilots played identification games. An air

ON Dec. 6 the subs sighted Oahu. After nightfall they surfaced and 
eased closer to shore.

til 5:30 a.m., a good two hours behind 
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schedule, Meanwhile there had been more futile last minute efforts to 
fix the broken gyrocompass. Then another round of ceremonial goodbys. 

When the 1-24's skipper, Lieut. Commander Hiroshi Hanabusa, asked 
if the broken gyrocompass had altered his plans, Sakamaki proudly 
replied, “Captain, I am going ahead.” And then, carried away by it all, 
they both shouted, ‘On to Pearl Harbor!” 

Dawn was just breaking when the 1-24 slowly submerged, and the 
crew took their stations to release the four big clamps that held the 
midget. Quietly they waited for the signal. Inside the midget Sakamaki 
and Inagaki were waiting too. Their electric motor was now purring, 
and they could feel the mother sub picking up speed 
to give them a better start. 

Suddenly there was the terrific bang of the rel 
ing gear and they were off on their own. Immediately 
everything went wrong, Instead of thrusting ahead on 
an even keel, the midget tilted down, nearly standing 
onend. Sakamaki switched off the engines and began 
trying to correct the boat's trim.

ApMirAL NaGuMo planned to hit Pearl Harbor 
with 353 planes in two mighty waves. The first was 
to go at 6 a.m., the second at 7:15. 

By now the men on the carriers were making their 
final preparations. Motors sputtered and roared as the mechanics tuned 
up the engines. In the Hiryw Commander Amagai carefully removed the 
pieces of paper he had slipped into each plane’s wireless transmitter. 

Down below, the pilots were pulling on their clean underwear and 
freshly pressed uniforms. Little groups gathered around the portable 
Shinto shrines that were standard equipment on every Japanese warship. 
There they drank sake and prayed for success, 

Assembling for breakfast, they found a special treat. Instead of the 
usual salted pike-mackerel and rice mixed with barley, today they ate 
sekihan. This Japanese dish of rice boiled with tiny red beans was 
reserved for only the most ceremonial occasions. Next, they picked up 
some simple rations for the trip, a box lunch that included the usual 
rice balls and pickled plums, emergency rations of chocolate, hardtack 
and benzedrine tablets. 

A bright dawn lighted the sky as the men emerged on deck, some 
wearing small briefing boards slung around their necks. One by one they 
climbed to the cockpits, waving goodby: quiet Fusata lida of the Soryu, 
who was so crazy about baseball, artistic Mimori Suzuki of the Akagi, 
whose Caucasian looks invited rough teasing about his “mixed blood.” 
When it was Lieut. Haita Matsumura’s turn, he suddenly whipped off 
the gauze mask which had marked him as such a hypochondriac. All 
along, he had been secretly growing a beautiful mustache. 

In the Akagi’s engine room Commander Tanbo got permission and

rushed topside for the great moment—the only time he left his post 
during the entire voyage. 

The Akagi was flying a set of flags at half-mast, which meant to get 
ready. When they were hoisted to the top and swiftly lowered, the 
planes would go. 

Slowly the six carriers swung into the wind. It was from the east, and 
perfect for take-off, But the southern seas were running high, and-the 
carriers dipped 15°, sending high waves crashing against the bow. The 
time was 6 a.m. 

Up fluttered the signal flags, then down again. One by one the planes 
roared down the flight decks, drowning the cheers and yells that erupted 
everywhere. Engineer Tanbo shouted like a schoolboy, then rushed back 
to the Akagi’s engine room to tell everybody else. Seaman Iki Kuramoti 
watched, on the verge of tears. Quietly he put his hands together and 
prayed. 

For Admiral Kusaka it had been a terrible strain, getting the planes 
off in these high seas. Now they were on their way, and the sudden relief 
was simply too much. He trembled like a leaf—just couldn't control 
himself. Finally he sat on the deck—or he thinks possibly in a chair— 
and meditated Buddha-fashion. Slowly he pulled himself together again, 
as the planes winged off to the south. 

At 6:30 Sakamaki and Inagaki were still trying to correct the trim 
of their midget submarine. It was no easy job. Only one man at a 
time could wriggle on his stomach along the cramped tunnel that led 
fore and aft from the control room. It took an hour to get the sub 
back on an even keel. 

At last they started off again’and found time for a spot of lunch They 
sat facing each other in the tiny control room, munching rice balls and 
exchanging cups of grape wine. As they finished, they grasped each 
other's hands and again pledged success. 

Ten minutes later Sakamaki peeked through the periscope, was ap- 
palled to see they were approximately 90° off course. He was depend- 
ing on an auxiliary compass and apparently it was out of order too. He 
tried to reset his course with his periscope, but it wasn’t much help. 
Blindly the sub moved this way and that, always seeming to end up in 
the wrong direction. :

It was an uneventful morning at the Army's Opana radar station 
on the northern tip of Oahu. Normally Privates Joseph Lockard and 
George Elliott made 25 plane contacts during the regular 4 to 7 a.m. 
watch, but this Sunday there was hardly anything. 

At the Fort Shafter Information Center, to which Opana station 
reported, Lieut. Kermit Tyler, the only officer on duty, was having an 
equally quiet time. He was there just for training, but this morning he 
had Jittle opportunity to learn anything. Everyone else went off to 
breakfast at 7, but for one of those reasons known only to the Army, 
Tyler's orders ran from 4 to 8, an hour beyond the others. 

The 7 a.m. closing time made little difference to Privates Lockard and 
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Elliott at Opana. They were at the mercy of the breakfast truck. It 
usually came about 7, but a man couldn't set his watch by it. With this 
in mind, they decided to keep the set running until the truck came. 
Elliott had had only two weeks with the outfit and he wanted to 
practice operating the set. | 

At 7:02 Elliott sat down and began fiddling with the controls, 
Lockard leaned over his shoulder, started explaining the various 
echoes or blips. Suddenly a blip flashed on the screen far bigger than 
anything Lockard had ever seen before. He thought the set must be 
out of kilter. 

Lockard shoved Elliott aside and took over the controls himself. 
Quickly he saw there was nothing wrong with the set—it was just a

huge flight of planes. By now Elliott was at the plotting board and in 
a few seconds they nailed down the position: 137 miles to the north, 
three points east. 

At 7:06 Elliott tried the headphones that connected directly with 
one of the spotters in the Fort Shafter Information Center. The line 
was dead. Then he tried the regular Army circuit and finally got the 
information center switchboard operator, Pvt. Joseph McDonald, 

Breathlessly Elliott broke the news: **There’s a large number of 
planes coming in from the north, three points east.” 

McDonald had a good GI answer: he didn’t know what to do, and 
there was nobody else at the information center, he said. Elliott told 
him to find somebody and hung up. McDonald turned around to 
time the message and through the open door he suddenly noticed 
Lieutenant Tyler, sitting alone at the plotting table—there was some- 
one left in the building after all. 

McDonald took the message to the lieutenant, but Tyler was un- 
impressed. McDonald returned to the switchboard and called back 
Opana. This time he got Lockard, who was excited too. The blips 
looked bigger than ever; the distance was shrinking fast—7:08, 113 
miles . . . 7:15, 92 miles, At least 50 planes must be soaring toward 
Oahu at almost 180 mph. 

“Hey, Mac!” he protested, when McDonald told him the lieutenant 
said everything was all right. Then Lockard asked to speak directly 
to Tyler, explaining he had never seen so many planes, so many flashes 
on his screen. a 

McDonald summoned the deference a GI sometimes uses when 
handing a hot potato to an officer: “Sir, | would appreciate it very 
much if you would answer the phone.” 

Tyler listened patiently and thought a minute. He remembered the 
carriers were out—these might be Navy planes. He recalled hearing 
the radio on his way to work; remembered that it stayed on all night 
whenever B-17s came in from the coast—these might be Flying For- 
tresses. In cither case, the planes were friendly. Cutting short any 
further discussion, he told Lockard, “‘Well, don’t worry about it.” 

Lockard was now in no mood to keep on; he thought they might as 
well shut down the set. But Elliott wanted to practice some more; so 
they followed the flight on in—7:25, 62 miles . . . 7:30, 47 miles 
«.. 7:39, 22 miles. At this point they lost it in the “dead zone” caused 
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by the hills around them. The truck arrived just then to take them 
back to Kawaiola for breakfast. They slammed shut the doors of the 
mobile unit, turned the lock, hopped in the truck and bounded off 
down the road. 
* 

ComMANDER Mitsuo FucHipa knew they must be nearly there— 
they had been in the air now almost an hour and a half. But a carpet 
of thick white clouds stretched endlessly below, and he couldn't 
even see the ocean to check the wind drift. He flicked on the radio 
direction finder and picked up an early morning program from Hon- 
olulu. By twisting his antenna he got a good bearing on the station 
and discovered he was 5° off course. He made the correction, and the 
other planes followed suit. 

They were all around him. Behind were the other 48 horizontal 
bombers. To the left and slightly above were Lieut. Commander Ka- 
kuichi Takahashi’s 51 dive bombers. To the right and a little below

were Lieut. Commander Shigeharu Murata’s 40 torpedo planes, Far 
above, Lieut. Commander Shigeru Itaya’s 43 fighters were flying as 
high as 15,000 feet. All of them basked in the bright morning sun 
that now blazed off to the left. 

But below the clouds were still everywhere. Fuchida began to 
worry—would it be as bad over Pearl Harbor? And then through the 
radio music he suddenly heard a weather broadcast. He tuned and 
caught it clearly—"*. . . partly cloudy . . . mostly over the moun- 
tains . . . ceiling 3500 feet . . . visibility good 

Now he knew he could count on the clouds to break once he 
reached Oahu. Then, as if to cap this run of good luck, the clouds be- 
low him parted, and almost directly ahead he saw a white line of surf 
breaking against a rugged green shore. It was Kahuku Point, Oahu. 

Bomber pilot Toshio Hashimoto was simply charmed by the lush 
green island, He pulled out his camera and snapped some pictures. 

The time had come to deploy for the attack, and Commander 
Fuchida had a difficult decision to make. The plan provided for either 
“surprise” or ‘surprise lost” conditions. If “surprise,” the torpedo 
planes were to go in first, then the horizontal bombers and finally the 
dive bombers, while the fighters remained above for protection. (The 
idea was to shoot as many torpedoes as possible before the smoke 
from the dive bombing ruined the targets.) On the other hand, if they 
had been detected and it was “surprise lost,” the dive bombers and 
fighters would hit the airfields and antiaircraft defenses first; then the 
torpedo planes would come in, after resistance had been crushed. To 
tell the planes which deployment to take, Commander Fuchida was 
to fire one “black dragon” with his signal gun for “‘surprise,”’ two for 
“surprise lost.”” 

But Commander Fuchida didn’t know whether the Americans had 
caught on or not. The reconnaisance planes hadn’t reported yet. It 
was now 7:40, and he couldn’t wait any longer. Playing a hunch, he 
decided he could carry off the surprise. 

He held out his signal pistol and fired once. The dive bombers be- 
gan circling upward to 12,000 feet; the horizontal bombers spiraled 
down to 3,500; the torpedo planes dropped until they barely skimmed 
the sea, ready for the honor of leading the assault. 

As the planes orbited into position, Fuchida noticed that the fight- 
ers weren’t responding at all. He decided that they must have missed 
his signal; so he reached out and fired another “black dragon.” The 
fighters saw it this time, but so did the dive bombers. They decided 
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it was the second “black dragon” of the “surprise lost” signal. Hence 
they would be the ones to go in first. In a welter of confusion the 
high command's plan for carefully integrated phases vanished. Dive 
bombers and torpedo planes eagerly prepared to slam into Pearl Har- 
bor at the same time. 

* 


Two young fishermen were trying their luck in Pearl Harbor. Thir- 
teen-year-old Jerry Morton and his kid brother, Don, 11, sat on 
the enlisted men’s landing at Pearl City, a peninsula which juts south- 
ward into the middle of the anchorage. The fish were biting and by 
7:45 the boys had used up all their bait, so Don was dispatched to the 
house for more. Jerry, the senior partner, lolled in the morning sun. 

Around him the ships of the Pacific fleet lay in every direction. To 
the north and east little nests of destroyers clustered about their tend- 
ers at anchor. To the southeast most of the fleet’s cruisers pointed 
into the Navy Yard piers. Still further to the south the cruiser Helena

lay at 1010 dock, then the battleship Pennsylvania at drydock No. I 
with two destroyers, then another destroyer, high in the floating dry- 
dock, and finally, completing the circle.to the west, there were more 
destroyers and the aircraft tender Curtiss riding at anchor. 

Dominating the whole scene—and squarely in the middle of the 
harbor—was Ford Island, where Don's and Jerry’s stepfather, Avia- 
tion Ordnanceman 1/c Thomas Croft, had duty this Sunday at the 
seaplane hangars. 

The fleet’s carriers usually moored along the northwest side of the 
island but this Sunday they were all at sea, so at the moorings oppo- 
site Pearl City there were only the old cruisers Detroit and Raleigh, 
the ex-battleship Utah, now demoted to target ship, and the seaplane 
tender Tangier. 

On the far side of the island a full line of masts and funnels sprout 
ed from “Battleship Row”: Nevada, Arizona, Tennessee, West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Oklahoma and California were all there. 

A number of less glamorous ships were present, too. The “‘honey- 
barge” YG-17 crawled from ship to ship, collecting garbage. The 
cruiser Baltimore, a veteran of Teddy Roosevelt's Great White Fleet, 
lingered in rusty retirement, anchored near the sleek destroyers in 
East Loch. The poky little seaplane tender Swan perched on a marine 
railway near the cruisers (Radioman 3/c Charles Michaels estimated 
she could do 12.6 knots with a clean bottom and all laundry aloft). 
The old gunboat Sacramento lay nearby, her tall thin smokestack 
looking like something designed by Robert Fulton. The ancient mine- 
layer Oglala was moored alongside the cruiser Helena at 1010 dock. 
She had the romantic past of a Fall River liner, but it wasall over now. 
These days she was almost always tied up, once for so long that a 
family of birds built a nest in her funnel. 

The large and the small, the mighty and the meek, they added up 
to 102 vessels in Pearl Harbor this Sunday morning. 

On every ship there were men still at breakfast. Captain Bentham

Simons of the Raleigh lounged in a pair of blue pajamas, sipping 
coffee in his cabin. On the Oklahoma Ensign Bill Ingram, son of 
Navy's great football coach, ordered poached eggs. Quartermaster 
3c Jim Varner took a large bunch of grapes from the serving line on 
the repair ship Rigel, then retired below to enjoy them properly. He 
hung them from the springs of an empty upper bunk and climbed 
into the lower, lay there happily plucking the grapes and wondering 
what to do the rest of the day. 

A number of the men turned their thoughts to Christmas—there 
were only 15 more shopping days left, Seaman I/c Leslie Short

climbed up to one of the Maryland's machine gun stations, where he 
wasn’t likely to be disturbed, and addressed his Christmas cards. 

At Wheeler Field, the Army fighter base in the center of the island, 
the planes were lined up in neat rows and most people were still in 
bed. Two exceptions: Lieuts. George Welch and Ken Taylor, a couple 
of pilots stationed at the small Haleiwa airstrip on the west coast of 
the island. Welch and Taylor had come over for the weekly Saturday 
dance. Then they got involved in an all-night poker game. Now 
Welch was arguing that they should forget all about bed and drive 
back to Haleiwa for an early morning swim. This debate was perhaps 
the liveliest thing happening at Wheeler. 

At 14th Naval District Headquarters Lieut. Commander Harold 
Kaminsky, an old reservist who had been in the Navy off and on ever 
since he was an enlisted man in World War I, was on duty 

At 7:12 Commander Kaminsky received a message from the de- 
stroyer Ward, which was patrolling outside the harbor mouth. She 
had seen, attacked and sunk a sub. He tried to phone Admiral Bloch’s 
aide but couldn’t reach him. Then he put in a call to the admiral’s 
chief of staff, Captain John B. Earle. The phone woke up Mrs. Earle, 
and she put her husband on the wire. Captain Earle later recalled 
that he first felt it was just one more of the sub “sightings” that had 
been turning up in recent months. On the other hand this did seem 
too serious to be brushed off—it was the first he heard of a Navy 
ship firing at one of these contacts. So he told Kaminsky to get 
the dispatch verified; also to notify the duty officer at CINCPAC 
—Commander-in-Chief, Pacific Fleet—and Commander Charles 
Momsen, the 14th Naval District operations officer. Earle said he 
would take care of telling Admiral Claude C. Bloch, commandant of 
the 14th District. 

The admiral was on the phone by 7:15. Earle relayed the news, and 
the two men spent the next five or 10 minutes trying to decide whether 
it was reliable or not. Since they had asked the Ward to verify, since 
Commander Momsen was investigating, and since they had referred the

matter to CINCPAC, they decided (using Captain Earle’s phrase) “to 
wait further developments.” 

Meanwhile Kaminsky had notified CINCPAC headquarters at the sub 
base. The assistant duty officer, Lieut. Commander Lex Black, estimated 
he got the call around 7:20. He relayed the news to the duty officer, 
Commander Vincent Murphy. Murphy asked, ‘*Did he say what he was 
doing about it? Did he say whether Admiral Bloch knew about it or not?” 

Nothing had been said on these points, so Murphy told Black to call 
back and find out. He dialed and dialed, but the line was always busy. 
Murphy told Black, ‘‘Alll right, you go to the office and start breaking 
out the charts and positions of the various ships. I'll dial one more 
time, and then I'll be over.”’ The line was still busy, so Murphy told the 
operator to break in and have Kaminsky call the CINCPAC office. Then 
he ran down to get there in time for the call. 

Commander Murphy dashed into his office a little after 7:30 to find 
the phone ringing. But it wasn’t the call he expected from Kaminsky; it 
was a call from Commander Logan Ramsey, the operations officer at 
Patrol Wing 2, the Ford Island headquarters for all Navy patrol plane 
work, Ramsey was bursting with news—a PBY reported it had just sunk 
a sub about a mile off the Pearl Harbor entrance. Murphy told him he 
already had a similar report from the same area and for the next minute 
or so the two men compared notes, The two messages clearly referred 
to the same incident, 

The PBY message had been logged in at 7, but there had been the 
usual delays in decoding, then the usual incredulity. Even Ensign Wil- 
liam P. Tanner, pilot of the PBY, who had watched the Ward firing 
and then had depth-charged the sub himself, had the harrowing thought 
that it might be an American sub he was attacking. He attacked it 
according to the orders he had been given: “Sink any submarines found 
in the defensive sea area without authority.” But if his judgment was 
wrong, Ensign Tanner reflected as he resumed his patrol, a lot of good 
his orders would do. He could see the court-martial now. He could see 
himself labeled for the rest of his life as the man who sank the American 
sub. In a wave of youthful self-pity he began picturing himself trying 
to get any kind of job anywhere. 

As Murphy hung up, the phone began ringing again. This time it was 
Kaminsky. He assured Murphy that Bloch had been told, that the ready 
duty destroyer was on its way to help, that the standby destroyer had 
been ordered to get up steam. 


Murphy decided he'd better call Admiral Husband E. Kimmel, and by 
7:40 CINCPAC himself was on the wire. As soon as the admiral heard 
the news, he told Murphy, “I'll be right down.” 


* 


Tue suis in Pearl Harbor were getting ready for morning colors. The 
ceremony followed this pattern: at 7:55 the signal tower on top of the 
Navy Yard water tank hoisted the blue “‘prep” flag, and every ship in 
the harbor followed suit. On each ship a man took his place at the 
bow with the American union jack, another at the stern with the Amer- 
ican flag. Then, promptly at 8, the prep flag came down and the other 
two went up. On the smailer ships a boatswain piped his whistle; on 
the larger a bugler sounded colors; on the largest a band might even 
play the national anthem. 

On the big battleship Nevada the ship's band assembled for a ceremony 
that would have all the trimmings. Ensign Joseph Taussig had never 
stood watch for morning colors before and didn’t know what size Amer- 
ican flag to fly. He quietly sent an enlisted man forward to ask the Arizona 
people what they were going to do. While everybody waited around, 
some of the bandsmen noticed specks in the sky to the southwest. 

Planes were approaching, and from more than one direction, Ensign 
Donald L. Korn, officer of the deck on the Raleigh, noticed a thin line 
winging in from the northwest. On the Helm Quartermaster Frank 
Handler noticed another group coming in low from the south. The 
Helm—the only ship under way in all of Pear! Harbor—was in the main 
channel, about to turn up West Loch. The planes passed only 100 yards 
away, flying directly up the channel from the harbor entrance. One of 
the pilots gave a casual wave, and Quartermaster Handler cheerfully 
waved back, He noticed that, unlike most American planes, these had 
fixed landing gear. 

As the planes roared nearer, Pharmacist’s Mate 1/c William Lynch 
heard a California shipmate call out, ‘The Russians must have a carrier 
visiting us. Here come some planes with the red ball showing clearly. 

In they hurtled: the dive bombers plunging toward Ford Island and 
Hickam . . . the torpedo planes swinging into position for their run at 
the big ships. Commander Fuchida marked time off Barbers Point with 
the horizontal bombers, watching his men go in. A few minutes earlier, 
at 7:49, he had radioed the signal to attack. Now, even before the first 
bomb fell, he signaled the carriers that the surprise attack was successful. 

Back on the Akagi Admiral Kusaka turned to Admiral Nagumo. Not 
a word passed between them. Just a long, firm handshake,
